HOW THE ITALIAN ARMY IN 


ABYSSIMA WAS SO TERKI- 


ELY BEATEN. THE 


LOSS «ROWg. 


fSriecial Dispatch to the Transcript] 


ROME, March 4.—The kingdom of Italy 


today is plunging in excitement. 
Wild 


and angry grief for the terrible Italian 
defeat in Abyssinia reported yesterday is 
convulsing the nation. A description of 
the angry scenes is hardly possible. 


Every dispatch from the scene of the 


Abyssinia disaster adds greatly to the size 
of the disaster of the Italian army. The 
first dispatches made the dead 500, later it 
ran op to 3000 with sixty pieces of ar- 
tillery lost and many native troops. 


This morning; the dispatches place the 


killed at the battle of Adowa and in the 
long retreat at 5000 and it is not believed 
this tells the full story. 


No estimate of the wounded is received 


It is believed that the wounded have all 
suffered a terrible fate. 


The garrison in this city is all under 


arms. 
All last night mounted patrols 


traversed the principals streets. All night 
the^tngry populace filled the street*. Peo- 
ple did not go to rest. 


The Indications are that the people are 


assuminga most threatening attitude not 
only in Rome but in all Italy. Demonstra- 
tions against the Crispi ministry and even 
against the crown are reported In a num- 
ber of the provinces. The government, it 
is said, had the fall news Tuesday, but 
allowed it to leak slowly at first, giving 
losses as being light and gradually Increas- 
ing the number. 


AH fetes have been indefinitely post- 


poned. Masses for the repose of the souls 
of the dead were celebrated in every 
Catholic church In the city. Crowds of 
weeping women and sorrowing men were 
in attendance. The Te Deuru was not 
chanted today at St. Peter's by order of 
the Pope. Receptions, etc., in connection 
with the celebration of the coronation an- 
niversary of His Holiness are dispensed 
with. 


It i; now stated that General Baratieri 


was led into a trap skillfully baited. A 
report was allowed to reach him that a 
number of important chiefs of the Shoans, 


i with portions of the Shoan army, were 
absent attending the coronation of King 
Negus at Axun. Hoping to surprise the 
remainder, Baratieri ordered threc^of his 
commanders to advance. The Abyssinians 
pretended to retreat until the Italian 
troops got well within the .passes of 
Adowa, the capital of Tigre. Then the 
Shoans, all armed 'with improved rifles 
attacked, supported by modern artillery 
directed by French artillerymen. They 
advanced with overwhelming numbers, 
compelling a'most disastrous retreat. 


The Italian soldiera were cut down in 


great numbers despite the repeated for- 
mation of squares. It is feared only a 
small portion of the Italian forces readied 
Asmara safely; 


The absence of definite news contri- 


buted to the excitement of the populace 
at Rome. 


Later news from the provinces is more 


alnrmii'g. It is stated that in a number of 
places the police are utterly unable to 
cope with the populace. 
Troops were 


called out at Milan and fired upon the 
populace. The volley was Bred over the 
heads of the mob but one man was killed 


1 and seieral wounded, which Increased the 
excitement. A number of riotous demon- 
strations were made in Venice during the 
night. Another demonstration in Venice 
this morning was dispersed by the police, 
also at Padua and Verona,

LOWELL, March 4.—At 7 o'clock this 


morning Governor Greenhatge was sup- 
posed to be dying. 
During the long, 


weary hours of watching at the sick man's 
bedside in the latter part of last night and 
at early morning today, the governor lay 
in an unconscious state. 


His breathing was faint and at times 


would almost stop, and the breath that 
did come to support the flickering life was 
painful and difficult. 


During the early morning hours he was 


under the influence of opiates. The doc- 
tors gave no hope and said he was slowly 
failing, and that life could hardly last 
beyond noon. Ills remarkable vitality 
alone kept life in his body last night. His 
suffering was apparent when the influence 
of the opiates was absent. 


At noon today a bulletin was Issued 


from the sick room, saying that the 
governor's condition had not changed 
since early morning. He was still uncon- 
scious and had taken no nourishment 
since 3 o'clock in the morning. Hts pulse 
was from 140 to 145. 


So near did the governor lie to death's 


door at noon that the report was circu- 
lated that he was dead. 
, 


At 1.80 o'clock the physicians sent out a 


bulletin that Governor Greenhalge had 
rallied slightly and appeared a little 
stronger. 


Latest New*.

William TatiOcH. 


TLe death of Rev. William Tatlocb, 


D.D., 
of Stamford, Conn., reported in the 


telegraph coUmns of the TRANSCRIPT 
yesterday was a matter of much local 
interest, especially to the people of St. 
John's parish, for this parish was organ- 
ized by him when he was a student in 
Williams college. He used to walk to 
North Adams from Williamstown and 
read i lie service in the basement of the 


i Id Univsrsahst church, and sometimes in 
public hails. 
After graduating, in 1S37, 


he entered the General Theological semi- 
nary at New York, from which he grad- 
uated in I860, and lie soon became rector 
of St. John's parish, this being his lirst 
charge. 
I'i 1SB2 he became associate 


rector of St. Peter's church, Albany, and 
while living in that city he married Miss 
Perry, the daughter of a shoe manufac- 
turer, and cousin of George B. Perry of 
this city. lu ISlili Mr. Tatlock became 
rector of St. John's church, Stamford, 
Conn., and so remained to the time of his 
death. He was forseveral years secretary 
of the House of Bishop?, but resigned that 
office two years ago. 


Dr. Tatlock always retained his interest 


in the parish here nnd was greatly be- 
loved and esteemed by its members. He 
exercised, practically, a bishop's care over 
the parish from the time it was organized 
and was frequently consulted on matters 
of interest and importance to its people. 
When it was without a rector he saw that 
the pulpit was supi'licd, either filling it 
himself or sending a man to do so, and in 
every way as long as he lived he showed 
his love of and interest in the parish 
which was the outgrowth of his early 
labors in the religious field. 


Last summer Dr. and Mrs. Tatlock spent 


some time at Ashfleld, and he officiated at 
St. John's church here the first Sunday in 
September, while the rector was still 
away on his vacation. Dr. Tatlock did 
not think of it when he came, but while 
here it occurred to him that the day was 
the fortieth anniversary of his first church 
work in North Adams. 


St. John's parish had a hard struggle for 


many years after its formation, and now 
that it is on a substantial basis, as it has 
been for some years, its people do not for- 
get the earnest labors of its youthful 
founder and the kindly and unselfish in- 
terest which he manifested during all his 
after life. Especially do the older mem- 
bers of the parish, who remember the 
days of its trials, recall with a sense of 
deep gratitude the friendly offices of one 
who did -so much to nurture it into a liv- 
ing power for good, whose whole lifo was 
an earnest but unostentatious effort to 
benefit mankind, and whose death is to 
many of them the loss of a warm personal 
friend.

PROFESSOR PECK'S LECTURE.

gave the first lecture under the auspices | 
of the Tuesday Evening institute last I 
night in the Congregational chapel.

though the weather was not very favora- j 
ble a g«od sized audience listened to the 
professor. The lecture was on "Sources 
of Marine Food Supply" and was deeply 
interesting. The lecturer slrowed that 
fish is the source of fish food, that the 
larger fish are constantly gobbling up the 
smaller and that this holds good down the 
scale to microscopic organisms. 
In the 


introduction Professor Peck gave some 
facts aVout the physical features of the 
ocean stating that light penetrates the 
water but a short distance and that fish 
live near tho surface. 
He then talked 


about the food of the squcteague and 
menhaden. The squatcaguc was taken as 
a type of carnh erous lishes. 
The men- 


haden's method of feeding was discovered 
by Doctor Per.k. That fish swims around 
with its mouth open and swallows micro- 
scopic organisms which are filtered out by 
its gills and user! as food. 
The professor 


considered plankton, the primary basis of 
marine food supply, and showed its effects 
in the past history of the earth's crust. 
The lecture was listened to very atten- 
tively. It was well illustrated and highly 
instructive.

WHAT ABOUT GENERAL BOOTH* 


America and England are again opposed 


to each other. This time It is within the 
ranks of the Salvation Army. General 
Booth of England, the crafty old origina- 
tor and high boss of the army, is just now 
proving himself to be something of a 
tyrant and not a lover of America, Gen- 
eral Booth is an absolute despot—the Irre- 
sponsible commander-in-chlef of a world- 
wide power, safe only becanseof his honor 
andhonest.v and good faith, which now 
are not free from the questionings of sus- 
picion. 


The New York Sun says of General 


Booth's power. "All the property oi the 
Salvation Army, amounting to millions of j 
dollars belongs to him. If the title to 
anyot it is not in his name, it is held tn 
trust tor him. For instance, Ballington 
Booth, according to the English Salva- 
tionists sent hither to oust him from his 
command, is under written obligation to 
relinquish to General Booth all right and 
title to the American property, estimated 
to be of a value of «700,000. Moreover, 
General Booth has despotic authority 
over the annual Income of the organiza- 
tion, at present a \ ery great sum, say 
three millions and more. Of course, the 
maintenance of the Army, the pay of the 
officer- and other expenses, eats npa large 
parto< this amount; but very much of it 
goes into the London treasury of General 
Booth. Skeptical people are now asking 
what the old man does with all this 
money, over whose expenditure he ha* 
absolii te and irresponsible power. H« is 
said to have made many and large invest- 
ments Perhaps, and we may say proba- 
bly, tliey are solely for the benefit of the 
Salvation enterprise; but nobody knows 
that &^ a certainty." 


When the American army was in its in- 


fancy the older Booth was wont to declare 
that each part should be self-supporting 
and not dependent upon financial aid 
from foreign sources. While the Ameri- 
can Army was having a desperate strug- 
gle with poverty General Booth preached 
self-reliance; as soon as it became com- 
paratively affluent his voice was raised for 
mutual helpfulness, and he sent his son 
Balling-ton to take command of the forces 
in the United States. Ballington Booth 
is not a broad-minded man but a thor- 
oughly sincere one, who puts his heart and 
soul into his work. He is assisted, if not 
to some extent directed, by his saintly 
wife, who is of the stuff of which the an- 
cient Hebrew prophetesses were made, 
and unquestionably one of the most re- 
marknble women of her day. The enor- 
mous possibilities of the Army in America 
brought the enthusiasm of this pair to 
white heat, and during the few years of 
their residence here they have accom- 
plished a mighty work. 


Nov. comes the demand for the Ameri- 


can money to be sent to England. The 
American commander objects and says it 
to needed at home, and he is accordingly 
cashiered. The episode might have be- 
gun and ended within the Army If Mr. 
and Mrs. Ballington Booth had not man- 
aged to give the work a wider scope than 
it possessed before their arrival. As it is, 
outsid: elements are mixed up in the dis- 
pute. People who have contributed large 
amounts of money, declare that they did 
so under the idea that the allotment of It 
would be solely in the hands of Ballington 
Booth and his wife whom they trusted 
implicitly. 


England and personal power seem to bo 


the present watch words of the old gen- 
eral.

The children of the poor go absolutely 
naked till nbuut ten years of agu. They 
do not even wear the neuklace of beads oi 
the piece of string and a rupee which pass 
for costume In Bengal. The men are as 
brilliantly dressed as the women. Their 
long blacK hair is gathered into a knot be- 
iicuth the folds of » pink bilk turban.

white jacket and apasoh makeup the cos- 
tume. Tho pasob is a skirt made of a sin- 
gle width of silk about five yards long. 
Brought close round tho hips, It hangs in 
full folds in front. The favorite color ia 
lose pink, woven into plaids, stripes and 
cheeks.—Cornhill Alagaziuu.

WILL RESESI YANKEE AGGRESS10S 


$40,p,OOOIS SAVED 


The Government Beneflttad by a 


Supreme Court Decision. 


Sympathy from the Outslcto largely In- 


fluenced by Capitalists Who Hold 


Btcnrltles of No Value If the 


Cubans Are Successful. 


Madrid, March 4.—The government 


las received a number of offers of 
Mcnniary and other aid in the event 
ol a war wit h tho United States grow- 
ng out of the attitude of the latter on 
,he Cuban question. The people appear 
to be determined to uphold the govern- 
ment in its intention to keep Cuba a 
Spanish colony no matter at what cost. 
The cabinet is greatly encouraged by 
the attitude of the continental press, 
which, generally speaking, expresses 
much sympathy with Spain in her 
determination 
to 
resent what is 


termed 
Yankee 
aggression. 
One 


important factor la the support ac- 
corded the government, which is sedu- 
lously kept in the background, is that 
Cuban debentures and oaher securities 
depending for their value upon the in- 
come derived from Cuba are held to a 
large amount by foreign capitalists. 
With a free Cuba these securities would 
be practically worthless and this ac- 
counts in a very great measure for the 
attitude of many of the foreign news- 
papers, which speak not so much be- 
cause they believe that the United 
States have any ulterior motive in 
recognizing the Cubans as belligerents 
as because they are defending the 
financial interests of capitalists of their 
own countries. 


War Preparations Active. 


In Spain itself, hpwevcr, the support 


of the government is due to pure pa- 
triotism. 
Among the offers of assist- 


ance the government has received is 
one from the Spanish Transatlantic 
company, which has offered to place 
its entire fleet of steamships at the dis- 
posal of the government, making no 
conditions whatever. 
The offer was 


accepted, and eight of the steamers 
will be armed with from nine to twelve 
centimetre guns. Compressed sawdust 
will be used as protection for the guns. 
If events shall necessitate such action 
these vessels will be used as cruisers 
and privateers. The government has 
ordered that large quantities of coal 
be stored in Cuba for the use of the 
warships. 
Military preparations are 


being hast ily but systematically made. 
Orders have been issued for the dis- 
patch to Cuba of reinforcements from 
the Balearic, Canary and Philippine 
islands. 


Demonstration of Students. 


Three hundred students at the uni- 


versity att empted last night to make a 
demonstration. 
A number of working- 


men joined them. The rector of tha 
university took prompt action to re- 
store order and caused the arrest of 
fifty of the more demonstrative of the 
crowd. They were soon liberated upon 
promising to behave themselves. The 
police arrested two of the workingmen. 
The day was otherwise peaceful. Many 
of the shops of the city on which were 
American names have taken the pre- 
caution to have them effaced, fearing 
that in the present unsettled state of 
the public temper, the names would 
invite an attack. 


HAS PROBABLY RESIGNED. 


Th« Rumor Regarding Consul General 


1V11 Items Generally Believed. 


Washington, March 4.—The report 


that Ramon O. Williams had tendered 
his resignation as United States consul 
general at Havana cannot be confirmed 
officially, but it is understood, on ex- 
cellent a ithority, that it is trua that 
the letter of resignation was delivered 
at the state department within the 
pnst three days. The des're of Mr. 
Williams to withdraw from the con- 
sular sei-vice at this critical aspect of 
the relations of Spain and the United 
States is somewhat surprising, particu- 
larly as he returnd to Ctaba not many 
months ago with the understanding, as 
iV,vab supposed here, that he would re- 
main until the insurrection reached 
•501-ie definite sett.ement. It was un- 
derstood at the time that the consul gen- 
CIM! !i:i'l become persona non grata to 
t' o Spanish authorities in Cuba for the 
reason that through a West Indian ex- 
•; rjss agency in Brooklyn with which 
l.is brother was connected au alleged 
undergionnd method of communica- 
tion hat! been open with *he insur- 
gents. It was also'said that while this 
was put forward unofficially as a rea- 
son for Mr. Williams' desire for retire- 
ment, another very potent factor in 
his unpopularity was his insistence 
upon the rights of American citizens to 
fair trial and treatment in Cuba. 


Mr. Williams has been in continuous 


service in a consular capacity at Ha- 
vana since 1874. He of course speaks 
Spanish fluently andhas discharged the 
duties of his position with marked 
ability, though alternately charged 
with favoring first one side and then 
the other in the insurrectionary trou- 
bles on tho island. The precise reason 
for his resignation at this time is a 
secret carefully guarded at the state 
department. An American newspaper 
correspondent at Havana sent word 
from there a day or two ago that the 
American residents at Havana were 
circulating a petition praying for the 
recall of Consul Williams. 
They as- 


serted, it is said, that the consul gen- 
eral, having lived so long in Cuba and 
having had friendly business dealings 
with the Spanish merchants for years, 
had become a 
decided sympathizer 


in their struggle and did not advise 
the Washington officials of the exact 
state of affaire on the island.

hare just bean rendered in the United 
States supreme court which save the" 
government from paying out fully 
820,000,000, and which involve questions 
of importance, rot only to the govern 
ment, but to severel thousand claim 
ants. The cases referred to were those 
of Marks against the United States 
and the Bannock Indians, and Leigh- 
ton against the United States and the 
Ogallalla Sioux trible. These cases, 
together with the case of Johnson 
against the United States and the 
Utes, 
affect 
between 
four 
and 


five thousand claims pending against 
the government at Washington in the 
court of claims for Indian depredations. 
They involved the question of what 
constitutes a state of amity between 
the United States and an Indian tribe. 
In the act of 1S91 transferring the 
jurisdiction of all these Indian depre- 
dations claims to the court of claims, 
provision was made for allowed claims 
to go to judgment unless the claimants 
or the attorney-general elected to ••e- 
opeu the cases to the same defenses 
that other cases were subject to. The 
supreme court declared that the 
phrase "in amity with the- United 
States" was not the equivalent of 
treaty relations. In Leighton's case 
the court held that, as the claimant 
elected to reopen the case on the facts, 
he could not qualify his election, and 
that, when the case was reopened on 
the facts, the government had the 
right to consider it reopened on the 
law. The effect of the decision in 
Leighton's case is that the same 
defenses are applicable in other re- 
opened cases, which will now be 
thrown out. 
The amount sought to 


be covered by the 10.000 cases now on 
file is something over 840,000,000. 


RELEASE OF THE BERMUDA. 


The Government Abandons Its Claim 


Against the Alleged Fllibnster Steamer. 
New York, March 4.—The United 


States government has abandoned all 
claim of right to detain the alleged 
filibuste-ing steamship Bermuda and 
the lighter J. S. T. Stanahan and their 
cargoes, excepting in the case of the 
explosives found upon thelatter which, 
it is alleged, were packed in boxes not 
marked as required by law. United 
States District Attorney Macfarlane in- 
structed Marshal McCarthy to this 
effect and the latter at once took steps 
to turn over the vessel and other 
property to the Cubans. The 34,000 in 
Svilver taken from the Bermuda was 
taken ou board that vessel and returned 
to the place from which it had been 
taken, and charts, instruments and 
other articles were also put where they 
were found, the purpose being to re- 
store the vessel and contents to their 
exact condition at the time of the 
seizure. So this morning the Bermuda 
is free from ail detention. Lawyer E. 
R. 
Olcott, 
who 
represents Gen. 


Garcia and his associates, who are 
awaiting examination on a charge of 
having violated the neutrality laws, 
said to-day that the seizure of the ex- 
plosives upon the J. S. T. Stiauahan 
would be contested upon the claim that 
the boxes had been properly marked.

President Cleveland >od Rev. Dr. Tal- 


maa-e Among Those Who Addressed 


the Assemblage—Other Meetings 


To Be Held at Numerous Cities. 


New York, March 4.—The opening 
in of a big home mission campaign 


was fired last night at Carnegie hall by 
the Board of Home Missions of the 
Presbyterian church. The 'announce- 
ment that President Cleveland was to 
preside at the meeting brought an im- 
mense audience to the hall. The object 
of the rally is to stir up public interest 
in the work of home missions and to 
raise funds for completing payments on 
the new building of the society in 
Fifth avenue. The meeting last night 
is the first of a series of meetings which 
will be held all over the United States. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock President Cleve- 
land appeared upon the platform. The 
moment the president was seen the 
audience rose up and cheered wildly 
for a few minutes. Tho face of the 
president flushed as he heard the cheer- 
ing and he bowed his acknowledgments 
to the audience. There was another 
burst of applause when the Kev. Dr. 
John Hall introduced President Cleve- 
land as the presiding officer of the 
meeting in a brief speech. 


The President's Remarks. 


President Cleveland then spoke, in 


part, as follows: 


'I desire to express my appreciation 


of the privilege of participating in this 
conference and of the opportunity thus 
afrorded me of testifying to the value 
and usefulness of the work undertaken 
by the board of home missions of the 
Presbyterian church. My interest in 
this subject and my familiarity with 
home missionary efforts are not newly 
acquired. They early came to me in 
the surroundings of a Christian Pres- 
byterian home, and were stimulated by 
a father's faithful labors in the cause. 
Not only as your fellow-citizen, but as 
the chief executive officer of the gov- 
ernment, I desire to speak, for I am 
entirely certain that I serve well our 
entire people, whose servant I am, 
when I here testify to the benefit our 
country has received 
through the 


home missionary effort, and when I 
join you in an attempt to extend and 
strengthen that effort. No one charged 
with the duties and responsibilities 
which necessarily weigh upon your 
chief executive can fail to appre- 
ciate the importance 
of religious 


teaching and Christian endeavor in the 
newly settled portion of our vast do- 
main. If we turn from the objects of 
home missionary labor to the situation 
of those actually toiling in distant 
fields, for God and humanity and a 
purer, better citizenship, our sympathy 
with their work 
must be further 


quickened and our sense of duty to 
them and their cause actively stimu- 
lated. These are the men and women 
who have left home and the asso- 
ciation of friends under the dirco- 
tioti>of organized missi on boards to teach 
Christianity in sparsely settled sections 
and to organize churches where none 
exist, enduring discomfort, hardship, 
poverty and danger for the sake ot a 
cause to which in a very comfortable 
and inexpensive way we profess to be 
attached. These are our soldiers at 
the front, fighting our battles, and we 
who stay at home cannot escape the 
duty of providing for them and rein- 
forcing them in every way if we are tp 
continue them in our service." The 
president's remarks were heartily ap- 
plauded. He was followed by Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage and other speakers, 
and it was nearly midnight when the 
meeting closed.

DULL DAY IN CONGRESi 


Details of Sunday's Battle Not Yet Re- 


ceived, But Rumors Place the Ital- 


ian toss at; 3,ooo Killed—Ba- 


ratlerl a Suicide ? 


Borne, March 4.—The Italian cam- 


paign against the Abyssinians threatens 
to become one of the most disastrous 
in which the Italian arms have ever 
taken part, and what the final outcome 
will be it would be hard to predict. It 
was rumored last night that the latest 
defeat of the Italians by the forces' of 
King Menelik had compelled the minis- 
try to resign owing to the popular 
disapproval of the government's policy, 
but to-day this report is denied. Details 
received here to-day of the defeat of 
the Italian army show that the Italian 
losses were very heavy, they being 
placed by some at 3,000 killed. It is 
(.till impossible to ascertain the precise, 
losses, but popular opinion credits the 
report that the number of killed js not 
overstated. Among the dead are Gen. 
Albertone, commander of the 
loft 


brigade, and Gen Dabormida, com- 
mander of the right brigade. 
The 


news of this lastest disaster has caused 
the greatest excitement throughout 
Italy, and the opposition party is tak- I 
ing advantage of it to make violent at- ! 
tacks upon the government's policy in 
attempting to extend the sphere of 
Italian influence in Abyssinia. 


Ministry Denounced. 


The scenes in the streets are very ex- 


citing, the populace being greatly in- 
censed against the government. De- 
nunciations of the ministry is heard 
on every hand. The pope is greatly 
disturbed by the news. He has ordered 
the suspension of the Te Deum, and 
also the diplomatic banquet that, was 
to be given in connection with the an- 
niversary of his coronation. A meeting 
of the cabinet was summoned immedi- 
ately upon the receipt of the news, of 
the Italian reverse. The ministers met 
at midnight and sat in closed session 
until late in the morning discussing 
the situation. 
They will meet the 


chamber of deputies to-day and make 
a statement regarding the position of 
affairs and their intentions. A per- 
sistent rumor circulates that the cabi- 
net will retire. King Humbert has had 
interviews with Prime Minister Crispi 
and Signor Farici, president of the 
senate. The subjects discussed at the 
interview were presumably the Italian 
defeat and the course to be pursued by 
the government, but what, if any, de- 
cision was arrived at is unknown.

Second Serious Defeat. 


This is the second crushing defeat 


that the Abyssinians have inflicted 
upon the Italians since the latter 
attempted to extend their power in 
the domain of King Menelik. About 
three months ago five companies of 
Italian troops, under command of Maj. 
Tosselli, were surprised and surround- 
ed by a force of 20,000 Abvssiuians. 
The Italians aaade a 
desperate 


resistance and fought until 
their 


ammunition was exhausted, when the 
Abyssinians charged upon them and 
massacred nearly the whole force. 
Fourteen Italian officers and over 700 
men 
were killed. 
Only a small 


number of Italians succeeded in break- 
ing through the beleaguering lines 
and making their escape to Makalle. 
Subsequently the Abyssinians besieged 
Makalle, and after practically reducing 
it allowed the garrison to evacuate the 
place with their arms and bag-gage, 
Afterward several minor engagements 
were fought, with varying success, 
until Sunday, when the Abyssinians 
inflicted another and worse defeat 
upon the combined Italian forces. 


IN FAVOR OF ARBITRATION. 


Great Enthusiasm Manifested at the Anglo- 


Amorlcan Demonstration ill London 
London, March 4.—At the Anglo- 


American demonstration in favor of 
arbitrating 
disputes between Great 


Britian and United States, held at 
Queen's hall in this city last night, the 
Bight Hon. Sir James Stansfield, who 
was formerly president of the local 
government board, presided. 
There 


was a large attendance and the great 
est enthusiasm was manifested. The 
chairman read a number of letters of 
sympathy from well known men, in- 
cluding Mr. Gladstone, the Eight Hon. 
John Morley, M. P., formerly chief 
secretary for Ireland; the Eight Hon. 
James Byrice, M. P.; the Most Eev. 
Edward White Benson, archbishop of 
Canterbury, and other prelates. Mr. 
Galdstone, 
in 
his letter, alluded 


to his share in the Alabama ar- 
bitration, 
and 
said he 
regretted 


the continued growth of barbarous 
militarism, to which Great Britain had 
small share of responsibility. 
The 


chairman said he believed that the 
Venezuelan question, which at first was 
fraught with danger, would prove a 
blessing. 
A motion offered by the 


Right 
Hon. George 
Shaw-Lefevre, 


at one time postmaster general, that a 
memorial in favor of arbitration should 
be forwarded to President Cleveland, 
was carried with acclamations. The 
Eight Hon. A. J. Mundella, M. P., 
formerly president of the board oi 
trade, then submitted a motion ap- 
proving co-operation to secure the 
holding in Washington of a national 
arbitration conference. 
This motion 


was also adopted with much enthusi- 
asm.

12 could not be verified this morning, 
as the ex-president could not be seen 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel. 


Appropriation Bills Occupying the Atten- 


tion of Both Branches. 


Washington, March 4.—The house 


to-day is engaged in further considera- 
tion of the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill under the 
five-minute rule, and further amend- 
ments are in order. 
Several more are 


expected. In the consideration of the 
bill so far the time of the house has 
been almost "wholly occupied in a dis- 
cussion of tho amendment making the 
offices of district attorney and United 
States marshal salaried ones, instead' 
of paying the incumbents by fees. 
It 


was advocated by several members, 
and opposed by none. But Messrs. 
Burtman, rep., Mont., and Gardner, 
rep., N. J., attacked the inequalities in 
the bill, which, they asserted, discrimi- 
nated unjustly against 
the officials 


named in those states. A mistake 
having been made in the mebsage con- 
veying the Cuban resolutions to the 
senate, whereby they were described 
as house concurrent resolutions, in- 
stead of a substitute for the senate 
resolutions, a resolution was adopted, 
on motion by Mr. Hitt, rep.. 111., ask- 
ing a return of them in order to make 
the necessary correction. They were 
shortly returned, in accordance with 
the request. Senate amendments to 
the house bill regulating anchorage of 
vessels in St. Mary's channel were 
agreed to. 
In the Senate. 


The principal subject before 
the 


senate was the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill, carrying appropriations to 
the aggregate amount of 83,262,653. It 
was passed with very little opposition 
or discussion, and is the sixth regular 
appropriation bill that has passed both 
houses. The only other appropriation 
oill that has been received from the 
House is that for the Indian depart- 
ment, and it is now in the hands of the 
committee on appropriations. The only 
other important item in the proceed- 
ings of the senate, in addition to the 
passage of several bills, was a motion 
submitted by Mr. Gorman, dem., Md., 
for a reconsideration of the vote pass- 
ing a bill authorizing the enlistment 
of additional men in the navy. The 
motion is a privileged one and may be 
taken up at any time. 


A SENSATIONAL ANSWER. 


Wisconsin Central Railroad Claims S45,- 


OOO,000 Worth ol Bonds Null and Told. 
Milwaukee, Wis., March 4.—The 


Wisconsin Central Eailroad company 
late yesterday afternoon filed a sensa- 
tional answer to the foreclosure suits 
of the Farmers' Loan & Trust company 
in the Northern Pacific case, claiming 
that all of the mortgages on the North- 
ern Pacific property are null and void, 
and that the bonds issued under them 
are virtually worthless^. The amount 
of bonds issued under these mortgages 
is over 845,000,000. This claim is based 
upon the fact that in the act of con- 
gress granting the Northern Pacific its 
charter, the issuance of mortgages by 
the company was expressly forbidden 
unless the consent of congress had been 
obtained. The company secured con- 
sent to issue construction bonds, but 
the lien created in this way was shortly 
after satisfied. 
All the mortgages is- 


sued since that time are claimed to 
have been issued without the consent 
of congress. 


J. B. DAY'S NEW POSITION. 


He Will Look After the Interests of the 


Minor Baseball Leagues. 


Washington, March 4.—John B. Day, 


ex-president of the New York IJrseball 
club, has accepted an offer tendered 
him by president N. E. Young of the 
National league to look after the inter- 
ests of the minor leagues that come 
under the national agreement, his 
position being styled agent of the 
national board.

with the position together with ex- 
penses 
incurred in traveling-. 
Mr. 


Day's duties will be to see that the 
benefits from protection under the 
national agreement are strictly un- 
derstood by all minor leagues, and 
he will endeavor to ally them with the 
big league. 
He will also assist the 


national board 
in classifying tho 


minor leagues according to population.
